Progress made in the development 
of super-highways in the three 
counties of Wayne, Oakland and 
Macomb is shown in the report to 
their boards of supervisors by the 
county road commissions. Since the 
project was launched, by adopting 
the master plan three years ago, 
more than 576 miles of right of way 
for super-highway purposes have 
been acquired. 

Under the master plan twenty- 
one super-highways are to be built, 
204 feet in width, all within the 
fifteen-mile circle which has Detroit 
as a center. These highways are to 
be laid out three miles apart, in the 
form of a spider web. All section 
line roads in the district are to be 
built 120 feet wide, and the half-mile 
lines are to be covered with 86-foot 
roadways. In Detroit proper the 
super-highway system is to join with 
a planned system of 120-foot thor- 
oughfares at intervals of one-half to 
three-quarters of a mile. 

Of the radiating lines, Woodward 
Avenue will be the longest, with a 
stretch of 15.78 miles of 204-foot 
roadway. In spite of almost end- 
less legal delays, the work has pro- 
gressed and ought to be practically 
completed next summer. The plan 
has attracted widespread attention 
as an example for constructive plan-

Private and for Hire 
Vehicles Are Similar, 
Says Professor 


HICAGO, Jan. 3.—In an ad- 
dress before the American 
Farm Economic Association here 
last week, Prof. H. M. Hunter of 
the University of Illinois stated 
that trucks should be forced to 
bear the full burden of taxation. 
He pointed out the heavy motor 
traffic, the heavy wear of the 
trucks on the highways and the 
present inequalities of taxation. 
All trucks, he insisted, should be 
‘axed alike and no _ preference 
should be given the privately owned 
truck 


and used vehicle over the 
maintained for hire. Both are 
equally hard on highways, he 
stated 


“If it be decided to exact a high 
license to legalize the use of a heavy 
truck, it should apply alike to a 
truck operated by an individual in 
his business and to « truck oper- 
ated for hire,” he continued. “Just 
as it should have similar treatment 
as an agent of transport, so it 
should have similar treatment as an 
earning agent. The fleets of trucks 
owned and operated by business 
concerns are partially responsible 
for earnings, which, either directly 
or indirectly, are a base for taxes 

“Instead of operating his own 
trucks. a business man may hire 
some one else to haul his goods. 
Here the transportation becomes 
commercial, but the income pro- 
duced to the owner should have no 
more immunity from being a_ tax 
base than the income arising Irom 
any other form of business enter- 
prise. The problem of taxing com- 
mercial] motor transportation, in ad- 
dition to that of taxing motor trans- 
portation in general, is but that of 
taxing productive business. mu 

The public has certain definite 
rights, according to Prof. Hunter, 
which it may demand of commercial] 
motor carriers, and that must be 
considered in framing any legisla- 
tion. These were summarized as 
fcllows:— cae 

“The interest of the public in ex- 


isting steam and electric lines 
should be conserved and motor 
transportation so co-ordinated with 
these as to develop the most effi- 
cient and economical transportation 
system possible. 

“Since motor transportation, even | 
though partially interstate, is es- |

Established in 1915 by Arthur

St. in a one-story building 20x80 
feet. In 1919, as the business ex- 
panded, it moved to 121-123 West 
52d St., in a one-story building 
50x100, still doing the same work, 
but on a larger scale, and install- 
ing various types of accessories for 
the trade. 

In 1924 it was decided to take on 
several lines of automobile merchan- 
dise on account of the scarcity of 
labor and labor profits. The first 
items taken on were Balcrank 
bumpers and Gruss air springs and 
the firm changed frem a partnership 
to a corporation. 

The success of the concern began 
to show almost immediately with 
the change. In the first year of the 
corporation, 1924, the gross was $50,- 
000, which in 1925 was doubled and 
this year the gross will show $400,-

In 1927 it was found necessary 
to move again, and a suitable loca- 
tion not being available it was de- 
cided to buy property and build a| 
new place suitable for the home of | 
a growing concern.

During the war the concern, then 
doing a general blacksmith work 
and installing a few accessories, was 
hard pressed to secure iron and 
steel so much needed in their line 
of work because of the restrictions | 
placed on such commodities by the} 
government.

Supreme Court 
Bans State From 
Fixing Gas Price 











New Stutz and Stutz Blackhawk 
Models Announced for 1929 








Washington, Jan. 3.—The Su- 
preme Court has ruled that a 
state has no power to fix the 


price of gasoline within its border 
in an opinion holding invalid a 
statute passed by Tennessee in 
1927 giving its authorities control 
over the selling price of gasoline. 

Associate Justice Sutherland de- 
livered the court’s opinion. Associ- 


ate Justice Holmes dissented from 
the findings. The Standard Oil 
Company of Louisiana and the 


Texas Company joined in the pro- 





ceedings to prevent the law being 
placed in operation. 

A notable array of legal talent 
argued the case in the Supreme 
Court several weeks ago, including | 
Gen. Charles T. Cates, Jr., former | 
attorney general of Tennessee, and | 


Judge James J. Lynch of Chatta- 


nooga, for the state: John W. Davis | 


of New York and John Bell Keeble 
of Nashville for the oil companies. 

The principal ground of attack 
on the Tennessee law, and the only 
one the Supreme Court found it 
necessary to consider, was that it 
was a violation of the Fourteenth 
Amendment to the Federal Consti- 
tution in that it deprived gasoline 


venders of their property without 
due process of law. 
The district court denied the 


right of the state to authorize its 
agencies to fix the price at which 
gasoline may be sold in the state, 
and the higher court sustained this 





action. 
Attorneys for the state urged that 


gasoline is of widespread use; that | 
enormous quantities of it are sold in | 


that it has become 


indispensable 


the state, and 
necessary and 


terest. 
The Supreme Court’s opinion 
holds that the court is not con- 


cerned with the character of the | 
business. Gasoline, the court says, | 
is a commodity of trade, differing, | 
so far as the question at issue is | 
concerned, in no essential respect | 
from a great variety of other articles 
commonly bought and sold by mer- 
chants and private dealers in the 
country.
